control over what is truly an unruly and unpredict- 
able process. An artist may dedicate painstaking hours 
into perfecting the creases and translucency of a set of 
white drapes upon her canvas, only to have a single slip 
of her hand stain this work with specks of red. For a 
painter, a lack of foresight and a change in lighting may 
transform last night’s gorgeously mixed lavender into 
today’s bleak and uninspired grey-purple. The artist has 
no choice but to react and create the illusion of inten- 
tionality; the drapes end up taking on a blush-pink hue, 
and lavender fields are envisioned upon a backdrop of 
dreary Scottish weather, When the work is completed, 
the artist takes a couple of steps back and tells herself, 
“It was for the better”. The audience is none the wiser. 


Notall of us at McGill Law are painters in the literal sense, 
but the process of masking errors and misguided decisions 
through the narration of some larger or well-placed vision 
was likely essential to the drafting of the personal state- 
ments that helped bring us here today. This is not to say 
all our journeys toward law school were largely haphaz- 
ard. Instead, this acknowledges the internships that look 
great on paper but were in fact disappointing paper-push- 
ing summers; the publications that led some of us to refuse 
to read another article on their niche topics by the time 
they were finished; and the missed opportunities that we 
so earnestly wished would decorate our CVs at different 
points of our lives. In the narratives we sold to McGill’s 
Admissions Committee, we painted over these messy 
details in such a way that our lives seemed destined to 
arrive at McGill Law. “You are my ideal next step in reach- 
ing my larger goals, Everything in my life has led me to 
you,” were the messages we portrayed in what were effec- 
tively love letters to this faculty and to our past selves. 


I talk about these acts of artistry to remind us of who we 
were before starting this program; we were often fallible, 
confused, and short-sighted, but we were also high-achiev- 


Law school, like the realm of personal statement writing, 
is a space where we feel pressured to brush over those 
former elements of our lives in the name of refining the 
latter elements to curate an ideal public-facing image. We 
are, in fact, those who were selected for being master- 
ful personal story-weavers. This may also be the reason 
why failures and rejections at this stage of our educa- 
tional careers have the capacity to shake us to our core. 


In these past three years, I have talked some of the smart- 
est, most responsible, and highest-accomplished people 
T have met through the pains of recruitment rejections, 
unexpected grades, and feelings of being on pathways that 
they did not expect for themselves, I have talked myself 
through similar pains in other domains. For some, the 
entirety of law school may feel like a red stain on a set of 
white drapes; for others, an unsightly stain may come in the 
form of rejections from workplaces that we envisioned as 
the ideal stepping stones to our larger goals. We reel inces- 
santly, asking ourselves why our hands slipped, causing 
brushes to fall and canvases to be botched outside of what 
we imagined for them. We struggle to forgive ourselves 
and give credit to the order and disorder of elements that 
were outside of our control, Sometimes, it is only the sober 
perspectives of people who know us beyond our law school 
selves that can remind us that it is okay to slip and that 
slipping is rarely an undoing entirely of our own makings. 


In many ways, after many missteps, our lives have led us 
to share this space together. Ten years from now, we will 
look back on law school and all the unfortunate events we 
underwent during these years with the same eyes that an 
artist uses to gaze upon her works. “It was for the better,” 
we will tell ourselves. For us, and for those who shared our 
lives with us at that time, I ask that we share the blunders 
that exist beneath the topmost layers of our canvases, If not 
in the name of honesty with others, let us do it in the name 
of honouring our past pains and our continuous striving.

This week marks one month since the 
Class of °26-°27 kicked off our law 
school adventure. 


And, is it just me, or are we asking a 
lot of questions in class? 


Look, I did a political science degree in 
undergrad. (Tomato tomato tomato — I 
know. We're everywhere.) So, I’m no 
stranger to overconfident students rais- 
ing their hands, asking a lengthy ques- 
tion, and chasing downa tangential rabbit 
hole, while their fellow classmates slowly 
pull out their phones, scroll on Facebook, 
and wait for this irritating but not unusual 
spectacle to come to an end. I’ll confess 
to having been both the perpetrator and 
the victim of this cardinal classroom sin. 


But, I'll be honest -- even my political 
science degree didn’t prepare me for this. 
A recent IL class lecture spent about 2/3 
of the time on questions, and 1/3 on the 
course content. Some people asked 4, 5, 6 
questions! Asa result, we couldn't cover 
all the reading material assigned that day. 


Despite my frustration, I understand 
there’s many good reasons why classes 
are like this. For instance, there’s 
more class discussion, initiated by our 
esteemed professors themselves. It’s 
how they determine if we’ve under- 
stood a concept, and avoid spending 
the whole class lecturing behind a desk. 


And, since, as everyone says, we are 
learning a “new legal language”, the 
class content is a bit more confus- 
ing. We're told that it will take time — 
maybe even several months — before 
the various pieces of this puzzle start 
to come together. In that context, isn’t 
it normal to have tons of questions? 


I’m not saying there’s anything inher- 
ently wrong with asking a question. If 
a professor asks for someone to explain 
the facts, reasoning, or whatever else 
of a case, go for it. If we've opened a

discussion on a specific topic, by all 
means, pop off. Class participation, done 
thoughtfully and respectfully, is good! 


But maybe what has been more accu- 
rately fraying my nerves is that not 
all this participation is as thought- 
ful or as respectful as I think it could 
be. Let me explain what I mean. 


Not everyone learns the same way. 
Questions that you can’t hear, that are 
hyper-specific or too abstract, or that 
take two minutes to get to the point, 
can be disengaging for some. If some- 
one is on their fifth question, or is going 
back-and-forth with the instructor, it 
can become very difficult to follow 
along. I don’t understand what I’ve 
just listened to, don’t understand the 
response, and it becomes very easy to 
let your mind wander, scroll a bit, and 
suddenly, I have no idea what's going on. 


Aclassmate and I were chatting about this 
dilemma, She put it like this: some of us 
need to take time to absorb information 
that we learn in class. We don’t come 
up with questions on the fly. It is more 
helpful for the professor to explain and 
re-explain a concept in the way that they 
know best, rather than trying to follow 
the various series of “what if’s” other 
people have come up with. It is more 
conducive for our learning to let profes- 
sors lecture a little bit more and cover the 
whole class content while the readings are 
fresh in our minds, and for the especially 
inquisitive to save a few more questions 
for after class discussion or office hours. 


Maybe what I’m saying is a bit contro- 
versial. This isn’t a plea for self-censor- 
ship. Nor is ita critique of how classes are 
being taught —our professors are talented, 
and I want more of them, not less! 
Perhaps what I am cautiously arguing 
for is a collective commitment to being 
a little more mindful of how much space 
we are taking up in each lecture hall, and 
how much room we are leaving for others.

AND BEYOND

For many of us who’ ve grown up ina province in so-called 
Canada, we tend to be uninformed about the experience of 
our territorial counterparts. Aside from articles about the 
ridiculously heightened cost of groceries, and stories of 
the daunting Arctic winters, we tend to be largely unaware 
of what everyday life looks like up North. Whether that’s 
a product of wilful ignorance to experiences and circum- 
stances not “directly” impacting us, or a geographical conse- 
quence of living in such a physically expansive country, 
we in the provinces have a lot to learn about the Northern 
experience. Having the opportunity to spend my internship 
in Whitehorse, Yukon, I can say with further certainty now, 
what a shame that truly is. We know nothing of the incredi- 
ble sense of community and kinship here, of the spectacular 
natural landscapes, and the way of life in the North, when 
we limit ourselves only to knowledge of our own backyards. 


In my first two months working at the Yukon Human 


Rights Commission, I have had the opportunity to learn 
from and work with some truly exceptional people, all of 
whom are unquestionably dedicated to the furtherance of 
human rights, Being a smaller jurisdiction with less direct 
jurisprudence to rely on, working in law in the Yukon 
offers boundless opportunity. Interpretative principles 
surrounding Yukon’s Human Rights Act (“Act“) often 
require conducting a pan-Canadian analysis of relevant 
jurisprudence in neighbouring jurisdictions, in addition 
to a territorial-specific analysis, Notably, the Act also 
includes provisions unique from other jurisdictions, like 
the prohibited ground of discrimination on the basis of 
criminal charges or criminal record in section 7(i) of the 
Act. In equivalent human rights legislation in other Cana- 
dian jurisdictions, most notably the Northwest Territories 
and Nunavut, only a conviction which has been subject 
to a pardon or record suspension constitutes a protected 
ground of discrimination, In most provincial jurisdic-

tions, no such protection exists. During my time at the 
Commission, I have been fortunate enough to gain more 
practical legal knowledge and experience than I could 
have hoped for. I have seen human rights law in practice, 
gained insights into the function of commissions, boards, 
and tribunals, and learned the intricacies of administra- 
tive law. Educationally, it has been an incredibly posi- 
tive and rewarding experience. I have learned more on 
the ground here than I could ever learn in a classroom. 


Outside of my work at the Commission, I’ve spent my 
free time exploring the beauty of the Yukon. A common 
reply that I’ve received from locals after sharing that 
I’ve only recently arrived in this beautiful place, is effec- 
tively that now that I’ve arrived here, I’ll never leave. 
When I first got to Whitehorse, after driving 5500km 
across the country with my Dad, I didn’t take much 
stock in the phrase. I knew I'd only be here for three 
short months, so staying permanently was simply out of 
the question. After spending the last two months here, 
however, I understand why visitors arrive and never leave. 


Ina short hour’s drive from Whitehorse, I can visit the 
sandy remnants of the ice age, whose melting glaciers have 
dried up to form the world’s smallest desert on the lands of 
the Carcross/Tagish First Nation, On the way there, I can 
admire the beauty of Emerald Lake, whose bright green 
colour derives from the reflection of light off of deposits of 


marl, a by-product of glacial erosion from nearby mountains 
deposited there 14,000 years ago. Add another hour or so to 
the drive, and I’ve crossed the border into Skagway, Alaska. 
Two hours in another direction, and I’ve arrived at Kluane 
National Park and Reserve, a UNESCO World Heritage site. 


I have had the immense privilege to experience some 
of the most beautiful, vast, and untouched landscapes, 
protected thanks to the work of grassroots community 
organizers, First Nations, and Yukoners, whose respect 
for the sanctity of their lands helps to keep them pristine. 
There is kinship here, quite evidently, with people and 
the environment, that strengthens our interconnection 
with each other and with all living things. It is incredibly 
powerful to experience this kind of reciprocity and unity 
shared amongst people and places, bounded in love and 
community. It has provided me with countless opportuni- 
ties for growth and self-reflection, and serves as an essen- 
tial reminder of the broader perspective that we are often 
disconnected from in bigger-city-living. Kinship, reciproc- 
ity, love, and interconnection are at the heart of everything 
that we do, especially in the realm of human rights law. It’s 
a sentiment that I have been yearning to be immersed in 
again, since leaving my small community in Nova Scotia, 
and I am so grateful to have found it here. In one of the 
most beautiful places in the world, with some of the most 
kind and genuine people, that I had been so inadvertently 
unaware of before arriving here, but never will be again.
